ALLOWANCE 

Claims 4-6, 12, and 16-31 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: The best prior art of record of US 6,331 ,972 to Harris neither 
teaches nor renders obvious the icon being movable within the service field to indicate 
user interactions with the service field and also the save and resume feature being in 
response to proximity conditions between the host and item at a later time.
